A no th er subtle but must am atin g argum ent is slyly in tro ­ 
duced in the separate opinion which joined w ith the rm tjnrity 
opinion, when it was set forth that: 


"Im p licit in all the declarations of policy and p ro ­ 
visions of the A ct is the idea that industrial peace w ill be 
m ore likely achieved by having em ployers and em ployes 
usint? the 
orderly and peaceful procedures' provided 
therein, rather than being left to tests of their ow n eco­ 
nomic strength." 


W hat this was intended to m ean, precisely, is open to ques­ 
tion. 
But no one who reads it closely w ill escape the opinion 
that it practically says: "W h enever lab o r union bosses decide to , 
fight agama! enforcem ent of a provision of this or any other 1 
law, (h r way to obtain 'labor peace' is to surrender to these 
labor bosses, regardless of consequences to the governm ent or 
to the A m erican people." 


Those who rejoiced at the B oard's victory in overruling its 
Counsel, aside from the C om m unists w ho thus ate given the 
green light to go ahead tearing dow n the A m erican G o vern m en t 
from w ithin the labor m ovem ent, largely d id so on the grounds 
of expediency. 
I heir argum ent is simple, but fallacious. 
They have reasoned 
thus: that because th# national affiliates of the local unions— 
the A F I. and ( 'I O national bodies, specifically— have refused to 
present anti-Com m unist affidavits for their officers, the local 
unions were deprived of all chance to gain the benefits of the 
T aft-! lartley A ct, no m atter how fu lly they had purged the 
communists from their own rattus. 
W ith this premise, they argued that men like John L . Lewis, 
leader of the A L L fight to cripple the anli-C onim unist provisions 
I of the A rt, were m ade into dictators over the labor fron t. They 
also argued that it was unsound reasoning to believe that C o n ­ 
gress really m eant to pass any provision which led into such a 
deadlock. 
Apologists on the outside, and the Board itself in its own 
reasoning, have fully accepted the idea that the local unions 
j had no recourse if their nationals refuted to submit th r a n ti­ 
communists and on the strength of that assumption the
